DID WE LEARN ANYTHING FROM CARDIFF? 


Although the Victorians tied the 
score with Cardiff at the first meet- 
ing, no-one will dispute that but for 
the magnificent display by Willy 
Schroiff in the first half in particular, 
the scorebcard would have looked a 
bit sick. = 

The local defence played gallant 
soccer but this is not enough if we are 
to progress. The lesson was there to 
be learnt yet at no stage of the 
game did the Victorians “get the mes- 
sage. 


Mobility of players and the ball. 
Make the ball do the work. Back up 
your team mate. Find the open space. 
Open up the game. Attack is the best 
means of defence. 


This was clearly demonstrated by 
the professionals from Cardiff City, 
yet the local side persisted in cramp- 
ing up the game with itsy bitsy short 
passes which invariably put a team 
mate in trouble. 


Time after time in the first half in 
particular, the backs and half-backs 
footered around with short square 
passes which absolutely begged to be 
intercepted and invariably were. 


Look at the danger which threaten- 
ed when Cardiff swung the ball from 
one wing to the other. The locals 
were caught wrong-footed and more 
by good luck than good management 
scrambled the ball clear. 





THRILLING DECIDER 


Another criticism—if and when a 
short pass is the right move, still 
hit the ball firmly. It was pathetic 
to see sloppy short passes trundling 
between players. Anyone who knows 
anything about ball control knows 
quite well that those are hardest to 
manage. 


I feel it would be a worthwhile in- 
vestment for the Federation to engage 
a Cameraman to film these matches 
and then afterwards, apart from the 
entertainment value, it could be used 
to let the players see for themselves 
where they may have fallen down on 
the job. 


Our techniques must be improved. 
Our players all have ability but we 
are not moving with the times as far 
as modern soccer is concerned. I 
take my hat off to the Victorians for 
their courage and determination — 
this is not enough. 


_ I hope my comments are of some 
help to the team and of interest to 
the fans. They are intended to draw 
attention to soccer as I see it. Maybe 
{ am wrong. I'll leave you to pass that 
judgement. 


Despite the foregoing I still give 
Victoria a good chance of victory on 
Wednesday night when they meet 
Cardiff City under lights — here at 
Olympic Park where the _ soccer 
action is.
